HIS same young man likewise 
Ae oa me that one of the reasons 
of Denikin’s failure was not so much 
the dissension amongst his sub- Ls 
ordinates—these I hear from another 
source was due to Bolshevist intrigue 
and propaganda—as from the in- 
action, and in some cases active 
hostility, of the peasantry. Wher- 
ever they have been able to do so 
the peasants have annexed the land. — 
They believed that Denikin’s success 
would mean the restoration of the 
land to its old owners—and they 
preferred the land, plus Bolshevism, 
to that possible alternative. 


A Strange Parallel 

PEAKING of Russia, the similarity 

between the fates of Louis XVI. 
and Marie Antoinette and the Tzar 
and Tzaritsa is one of the most 
curious thingsinhistory. Bothmen 
were conscientious and earnest, and, 
asmen, beyondreproach. Both were 


weak in will, and both were called upon to settle a chaos 
created by no single action of their own, but entirely 
by the actions of their forebears on the two thrones. 

During the Coronation festivities of Louis and 
Marie Antoinette hundreds of people were crushed 
to death at a popular féte in Paris. Precisely the 
same calamity happened in Russia after the Coro- 
nation of Nicholas and Alexandra. The end of 
the four monarchs, too, was similar in all details, 
except that the unfortunate Tzar and Tzaritsa were 
not separated from one another or their family, 
and did not die upon the scaffold. 

A famous old soothsayer in Paris, Madame Thebes, 
a year after he ascended the throne, prophesied a 
violent death for the Tzar. A Russian lady took 
her a glove that had been worn by the Tzar. Putting 
it to her forehead, Madame Thebes, who certainly 
had no inkling to whom it belonged, described him. 
with extraordinary accuracy, adding that he would 
meet his death through a woman. The Russian 
lady, who was of the house of Demidoff, told me.of 
her visit to Madame Thebes a few days after it had 
taken place, and I remember talking about charlatans, 
and saying that it was fairly safe for anyone to prophesy 
a violent death for a Tzar of Russia—and so it was 
in those times of Nihilist bombs and intrigues. |

NE should not take this too literally, What 

Mr, Shaw means is that the doctor's job is to 
raise the general’ hygiene, to reduce disease, to 
prevent it. Dr, Addison could certainly help in 
reducing disease by extending the present system 
which allows of children being fed in the schools; 
he might make this compulsory, and by so doing 
provide the highest insurance against disease, namely, 
a body which can resist it. But disease happens 
all the same, and so I think we could ask Dr, Addison 
to consider once more the Insurance Act of IgII, 
with the passing of which he had something to do, 
and to hurry on the building of the sanatoria. A less 
obvious side of the Minister’s 
work could, I think, be propa- 
ganda, Weare not thinking 
enough about health, I feel 
that leaflets explaining to 
people how to flush drains, 
how to dispose of rubbish, how 
to prevent fish and meat from 
going bad, etc., should be 
distributed in millions, Also 
there is the preparation of 
food; I am sure that every 
town should have a number 
of cooking schools to teach 
the art of the kitchen, 
because ill-cooked food is 
noxious food. The prospect 
is endless, We want more 
midwives, district nurses, 
home helps, more soap and 
more sanity. If Dr, Addison 
is able to carry through this 
work he will have deserved 
more than many who figure 
politics in a more 
meteoric way.

But 
suppose you've lost every time, you have still 
Seventeen en plein before you!

BADMINTON
